Special to the Bulletin 
CALGARY, Jan, 17,—-All line eleva- | 
tors will pay Pool farmers, delivering 
thelr grain to line elevators, two cents | 


per bushel for farm storage, it was} 
learned in grain circles here today 


This payment of an extra two cents 
per bushel became efective Tuesday 
and is in accordance with a resolution 
of the directors of the Alberta Pool 
passed at thelr last annual meeting 
The extra two cents a bushel ts in- 
tended to reimburse Pool members for 
the interest they have lost through not 
putting their wheat on the market 
earlier, All Pool members formerly re- 
ceived the same price throughout the 
year, and the tendency was to dump 
all the grain on the market at once tn 
order that they would receive their 
money 48 early as possible. 

Figures issued at the last annua) 
meeting of the Alberta Pool indicated 
that the private line elevator com- 
panies handle by far the great bulk of 
Alberta's grain. Pool elevators only 
handled 27,044,308, or 15 per cent of 
the 171,286,000 bushels of the 1927-28 
Alberta wheat crop. The rematatng 85 
per cent wes handled through private- 
ly owned elevators This year again 
line elevators are handling huge 
amounts of Pool wheat, and the bulk 
of the farm storage disbursement of | 
two cents per bushel will be disbursed 
by the line companies, and will be in- | 
cluded in the initial street pool prices} 
paid at the elevator on _ pool street 
wheat, and on settlements en pool car- | 
lots when adjusted, providing the grain 
is unloaded after January 15
